tion boyond tho threo miles limit, of tho 
flog; and of disciplino stand in- the way of 
Colonial war ships, so that the navy will 
always be tliat of the mother. country, and 
in dealing with tho: great’ queation of the 
dofenco of the Empire it is difficult. to lay 
down any other broad -principlo for. divid- 
ing the cost of Colonial dofence,  ¢xcept 
that of tho mothor country. undertakiag 
the sva defence of tha Coloniea by means 
of ‘her navy, and tie Colonies, so fur as 
their means allow, reepectively: providing 
for their own Jand defence. But oveh this 
principle admits of extension, ‘aa ‘for in- 
stance, when a Colony agrees to contribute, 
as most of tho Australian Colonies nuw do, 
to the cost of additional ships to be em- 
ployed in Jocal waters for the protection of 
the floating trade within: thoso wators, 

20. Jn’ aumo cases, as I neéd acarcely 
inform you, the poverty of the Colony 
renders nny realisation of the general prin- 
ciple laid down in tho preceding. paragraph 
practically ‘unattainable ; in® olbera, the 
contribution, though eubstantial, falls short 
of the full cost owing to the inability of the 
Colony to provide moro ; antt-in both enses 
tho difference is borne. by the heavily-taxed 
mothe: country. Tho Anny Lstimates (p. 
245 of the Year Beok) are considerably 
over 16,000,000/., ur moro than 83, 0d. per 
head of.tha population. - And this, added 
to the naval charges, makes a. payniont by 
tho mothor countiy of 163. Od, per head per 
annua, for the defence of the Empire in 
1838—9, But I am informed Ly the Lords 
Commis,ivuers of the Treasury that. the 
corresponding payment for tho current 
year may be estimated at 19s. Sd. per head, 
These are the net’ amounts, after allowing 
for contributions received from Iudia and 
the. Colunics, but aro exclusive of a very 
large expenditure chargeable to special de~ 
fence loaus, : 

21. If these paymonts arocontinated with 
the: contribution. asked. from -the Colony 
under your Guovaranient. you will seo that 
100,000/, a year is not. only.a. very sich 
smaller chatgo per head of the population, 
but, as‘! shall proceed to show, its payinent 
ia well within the ability of the flourishing 
Colony. of the Straits Settlements: There 
arc possibly other objects on which the

That faculty of. political genius - which 
consiats in disceruing men and utilising 
them for all they are worth, has been 
folly” exercised by the Empresu-Dow- 
ager in her relations with Li Hung-chang. 
It does not perhaps ssy much fur the other 
stateamen of China, wheihor Manchu or 
men of Han, that during a regency of 28 
years none should have been found capable 
even of sharing the burden, and that one 
inan ‘should stand out ia: solitary ciainonco 
ag the buttress of the empire; but it saya 


through’ good report aud. evil, through 
storm and calm and ovory. vicissitude of 
fortune, and in spite also of frequent mis-

The suppression of the several rebellions in
